LARGE SHIPS OF THE ANCIENTS. 


WE moderns are justly proud ‘of the 


wonderful and magnificent specimens 


of naval architecture that crowd the 
great ports of the world. If there 
is anything new under the sun, a 
first-class ocean steamer, it is be- 
lieved, is that rarity. In our con- 
ceit we recall only the galleys and 
and triremes of the ancients, that 
scarce ever ventured beyond the 
coast line, and the small barks in 


-which Columbus and those that 


followed him conquered a new world 
and gave commerce its greatest 
field. But the ancients built many 
goodly sized craft, and made luxury 
a study on some of them. That 
much controverted craft, the ark, is 
an example of bigness. Her tonnage 
is estimated at about fifteen thou- 
sand tons, smaller, it is true, than 
that of the Great Hastern. No less 
an authority than Lindsay thinks 
that she was simply a raft of stupen- 
dous size, having upon it a structure 
resembling a huge warehouse. As 
no means of propulsion was neces- 
sary, this description may be correct. 

e cargo, however, was unique, and 
probably the largest and most valu- 
able ever carried. The decription 
of the ark, as given in the Scriptures, 
makes the vessel about 450 feet in 
length, 75 feet in breath, and 45 feet 
in depth—proportions similar to 
those now in use to-day for great 
vessels. But as the agnostic is not 
sure that this lifeboat of the human 
race ever existed, and as the material- 
ist is sure she never was built, let 
us take for example of big ancient 
vessels some other craft vouched 


for upon the authority of profane 
and not sacred writers. The EeyP- 
tians, fond of large things and big 
dimensions, made the big tonnage 
vessels of ancient times. Ptolemy 
(Philopator) would have appreciated 
the Great Lastern. He was fond of 
building big boats. One of these 
is said to have been 420 feet long, 
57 feet broad, and 72 feet deep from 
the highest point of the stern. This 
vessel had four rudders, or what 
some would call steering oars, as 
they were not fastened, each 45 feet 
long. She carried 4,000 rowers, be- 
sides 3,000 marines, a large body of 
servants under her decks, and stores 
and provisions. Her oars were 57 
feet long, and the handles were 
weighted with lead. There were 
2,000 rowers on a side, and it is sup- 
posed that these were divided into 
five banks. That this extraordi- 
nary vessel ever put to sea isdoub

INDIAN TRADITION.

Tue Zuni village is quite a curiosity. The inhabitants are distinct from 
the Hopees (Moquis), Accomas, Lagunes, Islates, and other native tribes 
bo inhabit the villages that dot the banks of the Rio Grande an which 


flows through portions of N ow Mexico. 


— 
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As the Zunis were when the white man first came, so they remain to-day 
in the chief portions of their village. Outside of the old town a few adobe 
houses have sprung into existence which boast of panel doors and glass win- 
dows. One curious custom of the more wealthy Zunis is that, during the 
terrible sand storms which occasionally prevail there, they carefully remove 
the glass from the window frames, for the purpose of preserving the surface 
of the glass from the grinding process produced by the shifting sand, which 
would destroy its usefulness as window panes. During a recent visit to the 
Zuni village the following tradition was related by Brother Ernst I. Tietjen, 
ho ſires in that vicinity, and is well acquainted with the Zuni people. 
One of the oldest men in the village relates this story, which was told to 
him by his father, and had come down through many generations of the 
Zunis: When the Spaniards invaded this region and had conquered all the 
ri 1 in the village, they found them living in the practice of the principle 
of polygamy. The Catholic priests discouraged the practice, and taught the 
Indians that monogamy was the only relation that could exist between the sexes 
among the converts to the Christian religion. But the natives clung to their 
marriage rites and revered them as a sacred tradition handed down from father 
to son from time immemorial. No stringent measures were adopted by 
2 invaders at first; but when a church was erected in the centre of the 
town they considered themselves strong enough to handle this obnoxious 
tradition without gloves. One fine day the chief of the Zunis was called to 
a place within the walls surrounding the church, and the priest presented 
the following to him: We demand that you stop the practice of polygamy, 
and live with one wife only ; and that you so teach this your people. Will 
Von do it?” 
‘The chief’s answer was, No. Instantly his head was struck from his shoul- 
‘ ‘Gare by an unseen hand, and his body fell lifeless to the ground. One by one 
the leading men of the village were called in by the priest, and the same de- 
mand made upon them and a categorical answer required. Many yielded; 
others were slain. The old man further stated that the Spaniards visited 
every village, and in each the same scene was re-enacted. He said this ac- 
counted for the fact that monogamy prevails in all the pueblos through that 
region of country to this day. 
The invaders sough to conquer the wild tribes of Indians, and enforce this 
monogamous law upon them, but they never succeeded in the accomplish- 
ment of their purpose, hence the polygamous system of marriage prevails 
among those tribes, and they declare that they will never abandon their 
present marital system, which they hold as a sacred legacy inherited from 
their ancestors.
